1 believe every word you say In your let- 
ter of the 7th Inst., comes from the heart 
of a friend whose head Is all wrong on the 
results of free stiver.

That the bonds were not 
due In IsTO when the "refunding act" took 
place, and there was no occasion for that 
refunding act except to serve the money 
masters of this continent — bonds werft is- 
sued from the year IKl tolMHand werer ^?’ 
duo untU IS&S and UsS6. being S-3/s and 
7-30‘s. 

Tell yourself, and If possible^ tell that 
bright boy, with whom you are blessed, 
why It Is that the government canceled 
obligations which were po^'uble "In lawful 
money" and which cost the holders only 
35 cents on the dollar, and which had 
10 or 12 years yet to run before maturity — 
and why It took up those obligations and 
Issued new ones payable la "coin.” thus 
iosi.ig the option which was so Important 
and so valuable to the people. 

If you cannot go any further, just figure 
bow much that change cost, and tell me 
it you would do It as a buslneaa man and 
still retain your own self-respect. 

L«!t us remember then, that those who 
purchased the bonds after the resumption 
act of 1870 (although such bonds were pay- 
able In coin), purchased them with paper 
which was not worth coin and probably 
not worth SO.per cent, of the coin, and let 
us remember that all those bonds have 
printed on their face a stipulation; ‘”13110 
bond Is jioyable in coin of the staodard, 
July U. ItCO." 

Take down your dictionary or any court 
report, especially Judge Cooley In the Thir- 
teenth Michigan, 120 . where yoM will find 
tliat the word "coin" always meant gold 
and silver. You will also find all the au- 
thorities collected by your own great Sen- 
ator Matthews In his speech In congress, 
January ZS, 1878. And after you have de- 
Ilberatcil on this Idea tell yourself what 
justice there Is In changing the definition 
BO that the word "coin" shall only mean 
gold, especially when It Is so costly to the 
American people. 

H;ive you read Towne’s speech and 
studied the tables there given? Have you 
read the Stanley Matthews resolution, Jan- 
uary 28. 1878, declaring that silver sixteen 
to one Is an "honest money" with which to 
pay our bonds? 

Have you read the resolution of the Ohio 
hou.se Of representatives quoted by him 
to the same effect? It Is only one of the 
various resolutions passed by different leg- 
islative bodies all over the country, and I 
hope you have noted the fact that McKin- 
ley voted for the Matthews resolution de- 
cral ng that to be honest which he now 
says is dishonest. 

Have you recalled the fact that the coin- 
age of sixteen to one wa.s contained in an 
act signed by George Wa.shington. and that 
It never was questioned until IK73. and that 
values did not depart during all the cen- 
turies from the discovery of America to the 
latter year? I hope you have reflected on 
all these things because you are pretty 
broad between the eyes and unless you 
have considered these features of the situa- 
tion you may be doing yourself an Injustice. 

Now. my friend Brennan, I feel that I 
won d be dead sure of your vote on per- 
sonal grounds If you were In this district, 
but 1 want you to vote and work for the 
silver standard In Toledo.

According to the treasury statement 
of February, IstHi, the amount of money 
then in circulation among us was $lr* 
594,000,000. (See report and accompany' 
ing papers made to the Forty-ninth 
congress, February, 18SC, by Represen- 
tatives Bland, Bynum and Lanham.) 
tVe then had something over 60,000,000 
people. On the first day of this month 
(August), ten years and a half later)

000,000 pi'ople. Will anyone claim 
that this is humane, necessary, and 
just? In whose interest was this cruel 
thing done, if not in the interest of 
those who own the goKl? Is it not 
enough to damn forever all who would 
justify it? While our money was being 
contracted $80,000,000 our population 
has incrcaseil 10,000,000. 

It is hard to comprehend what an in- 
crea.se of 10,000,000 In population sig- 
nifies. It is about three times as many 
people ns we had In the colonies at the 
4 >eriod of our revolution.

Kinley national committee, says: 

"It is no use denying that we have 
lost the farmer and labor vote. Our 
chances arc exceedingly doubtful.” /\ 

Chairman Bynum, of the goldbug 
democratic national committee, says; 

“Anybody who talks about v.hat 
diana and Illinois wil^ j, ■*- ~‘ nnt. 
know what he is talking abouL Tn 
southern Illinois I know the whole 
country is for silver. The situation is 
just the same all over the west, so far 
us 1 can learn.” 

The Chicago Record (Independent 
gold standard) says: 

’’For some reason or other there has 
been a decided change in the tone at 
republican headquarters within the 
last few days, nnd Mr. Hanna’s instruc- 
tions to associates and subordinates 
throughout the country are tersely cx- 
prcssdl in the sentence: “Quit blowing 
and saw wood.’ There is no doubt that 
discouraging ne'ws has been received 
from Ohio, Indiana and some of the 
other western states.” 

On the other hand, here la what Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, the people’s champion, 
(>uys: 

"I am confident that we will wfn a 
sweeping victory. The jieople under- 
stand the issueyi clearly and every day 
witnesses n mighty change in favor of 
our cause.” 

Chairman Jones, of the national dem- 
ocratic committee, says: 

“We ■« ill not only elect Brj'an by a 
sweeping majority, but we will also 
elect a free silver congress and large- 
ly increase our majority in the senate. 
The outlook is altogether satisfactory.” 

Gov. John P. Altgeld.of Illinois, says: 

“From present indications 1 will say 
that Bryan will sweep Illinois by a 
tremendous majority. Hanna's hire- 
lings arc making much noise, but the 
people are with us.” 

Everj- report received at national 
democratic headquarters corroborates 
the views expressed In the foregoing 
statements and admissions, and im- 
prcfiscs upon the minds of the demo- 
cratic managers that the election ol 
Bryan is practically assured, although 
no elTorts will be spared all along the 
lino to raise that majority safe and 
render It larger.

Similar re 
ports come from 51innesota; while 
Chairman Wall, of the Wisconsin dem- 
ocratic state committee, is equally con- 
fident that that state will be found in 
the Bryan column. From Ohio comes a 
report that the McKinlej-iles are on 
the run; that farmers and miners have 
come over in a body to Brjran, and that 
his majority in that atate will not be 
less than 25,000. Indiana is in line, a 
poll of that state showing that Bryan’s 
majority in that state will not be less 
that 20,000, and may go as high as 30,- 
000. From Iowa comes reports that the 
democrats will sweep nearly every 
eounty in the centml nnd western por- 
tion of the state. Polls just completed 
show a change of from 300 to 500 re- 
publican votes in each county to Bry- 
an, and this change will surely cany- 
nearly every county in the central and 
westeru portions of Iowa for Bryan. 
Ihe Council Bluffs congress'ional dis- 
trict, always a republican stronghold, 
will give Bryan a large majority. A 
poll of the counties in the district show 
a republican defection of from 20 to 
25 i>er cenL in every county, while 
there are very few democrats who will

Every rep- 
u'uable labor organization in Chicago is 
for Bryan; of the 60,000 votes in the 
ranks of organized labor, Bryou will 
get 55,000, and the republican mana- 
gers, in talking confidentially, admit 
this fact — and this despite the fact that 
large manufacturing institutions, em- 
ploying thousands of men, have been 
systomaticaJIy intimidating their em- 
ployes by compelling them to join In 
McKinley parades, wear McKinley but- 
tons, and join McKinley clubs. Thou- 
fcands of workingmen in Chicago to-day 
are wearing McKinley buttons, but 
who declare privately that they will 

vote for Bryan. These facta lead the 
democratic managers to believe and 
assert that Chicago will give Bryan o.s 
great a majority as it gave Cleveland 
in 1892, when the majority for the dem- 
ocratic ticket in Cook county was 37,- 
000. This year the conditions are even 
more favorable.

MONEY AND WAGES. 



Free Coinage of Silver ITonld Set Idle 
Capital to Work. 

A dollar that buys 200 cents’ worth 
of goods will also buy 200 cents’ worth 
of labor. Cheapness is only good for 
the miuuies when it results from nat- 
ural causes. Commodities are the prod- 
uct of labor, nnd when prices fall the 
workman’s labor becomes proportion- 
otely less valuable. A money system 
tlint checks enterprise and industry by 
reducing profits is ns bad for the em- 
ploye as it is for the employer. Rising 
markets are good for everj'body en- 
gaged in production. Falling prices 
mean falling wages. Trades unions ore 
able to rfrrest in some degree the down- 
ward tendency, hut the more prices fall 
the stronger the tendency which the 
trades unions have to resisL 

Dear money implies cheap goods and 
low wages, and the gold standard gives 
us money which grows dearer and 
dearer. 

Honest money — dollars based on both 
the precious metals and worth 100 
cents — is not the sort of money that it 
would pay to hoord. Such dollars In 
order to be profitable to their possessor 
would have to be put to work. And 
the more money that capital, in search 
of profit, actively employs the greater 
the demand for labor. It is this de- 
mand which fixes wages. When two 
men se.ek one job wages fall; when 
two jobs seek one man wages go up. 
That Is the law of supply and demand. 

The free coinage of silver would force 
capital to come out of the banks and 
safe deposits and iiseTulIy employ it- 
self. That would give us {food times, 
and good times are what the wage- 
earner, tho manufacturer and the mer- 
chant are aching for. 

Nobody who profits by hard times 
is the kind of person who benefits the 
country. Ererybody who profits by 
hord times is for the gold standard. — 
K. Y. JournaL

debta ? If harveet hauda are few yon 
have to pay more for them. If didlaraan* 
few you muat give more whe*it, more 
cattle, more labor to get one of them. 
The aiae of the dollar doea not change, 
but it is the wheat in the sack which 
risee higher, and it takes a cow to bring 
what should have been the p> ice of a 
calf. Does not then the value of a dollai 
depend upon how many dollars of full 
purchasing and debt paying |tover there 
are in circulation ? Is not the value of 
money, like the value of everyt ling else 
in this world, regulated by tlie law of 
supply and demami ? Economists agree 
upon these ideas. Suppose there was 
only one hundred thousand dollars of 
legal tender money in this country with 
which to do all of its business. Would 
any one claim that such ;t dollar was an 
honest dollar, a dollar ronlaiiiing one 
hundred cents in silver or gold .* While 
the size and impression of this so-calle«l 
honest dollar would remain t le same, 
would not its value as measured in 
wheat, cattle, labor, etc., be equal to 
what ten or twelve thousand dullars 
sbonld be? Then, how mucii money 
have we in the United States in circnla 
lion ? Have we enougit ? If not, how 
much more do we nee«l ? If we need 
more how shall we get it? 

In the circular issued by John G. Car- 
lisle, i?ecrelary of the Treasury, July 31, 
ISlXi, it is there stated that i iere is a 
circniatiou per capita for the year 1W»0 
of $21.10 and that the populaton of the 
United States is 71.390,000. This is of 
every kind of money, hut there is no 
such amount in circulation. But for the 
sake of argument admit that tliere is. 
What is the most prosperous nation in 
the world to-dav? It is France. Mr. 
Carlisle states in the same cirmlar that 
France has a per capita circulation of 
$35.77, therefore, we should have to add 
to tlie volume of our circulating money 
over $910,000,000 to make our |>er capita 
circulation equal to that of Fiance. If 
$3.5.77 be a goo<i thing for Fran-.e, would 
it not be a safe limit to which this couii- 
rat^ its per capita circulation ? 
And we neeil it now. When our popu- 
lation and business further increases we 
shall neeil more. We shall have to in- 
crease tlie capacity of onr min s to coin 
this amonut of money within scch a time 
as to make any preceptible ciiange for 
the belter in the depressed financial i-on- 
dition of our country. This can be easily 
done by increasing the number of mints, 
for if we should coin an amount equal to 
what the Sherman purchasing law at- 
tempted to add to onr currency, viz: 
fifty-four millions a year, it would take 
16 years to increase our volume of cur- 
rency to as much as we nte<l low. By 
that time the increase of popiil ition and 
business might require as niu;h more. 
There never was enough money in the 
history of this world. No one need fear 
there will ever be too much. 'J.'he opjio- 
sition of those who are inte cste<l in 
keeping it as small in volume as possi- 
ble will always be sufficient to keep the 
people of any country from getting as 
much as they need. Comparison is often 
made of the conditions in Mezico with 
those of the United States. It. can not 
be claimed that any financial s\stem can 
absolutely change the character of any 
civilization. It would requirt a great 
many other things to make Mexici) as 
pntspierouB a nation as the Uniteil States, 
but it is true that Mexico is more pros- 
perous to-<lay than ever liefore in her 
history, althongli site is doing business 
U|K>n an imperfect bimetallic standard. 
The influence of a volume of curnmcy 
upon the prosperity of her jitople will 
also be seen when it is ascertained from 
the cii-cular of the Secretarv- of ilie Treas- 
ury just quoted that her per capita circu- 
lation in all kinds of money is but $-i.9o. 
You can accurctely ascertain the pros- 
perity of any civilized country in the 
world by its volumeof circnlatin,' money. 
Tlie per capita of gold in th»; Uniteil 
States according to Mr. Carlisle’s circular 
is $8.41. This estimate is quest! >ne^l and 
by many denie<l as being too large, but 
for the sake of argument let it le admit- 
te<J; and if the values of all commodi- 
ties, of labor and of debts shall be esti- 
mated by the amount of gold « liich we 
have in this country, as those who advo- 
cate the gold standard propose, one can 
readily see what will be the disastrous 
effects u{K>n the producing inmrests of 
this country until we shall retii’u to the 
money of our fathers, the money of the 
Constitution and which was favored by 
law down to the year 1873.

Does 
the adding up of figures, writing of drafts 
bills of exchange, etc., loaning money 
and again squeezing money out of the 
unfortunate, give a banker broader views 
of the needs of bis country, or larger 
ideas of what is the greatest good to the 
greatest number ? By no means. Does 
it also stand to reasen that bankers and 
those who have invested interests bring- 
ing in fixed returns, if they do 
enough to know bow a partienlar 
cial system, iiow a scarce volumeof cir- 
culating money benefits them aM^e ex- 
pense of the great majority ofmeirfel- 
Ay.. ana oc. IWwiinie so magnani- 
mous as to advise (hat such a system be 
abolislieil and suggest a better one? Can 
the people repose confidence in the rep- 
resentatives of great corporatiq^ who 
profess to be more interested in the wel- 
fare of the people and the laboring man 
than their own ? Can they trust the e»l- 
itors of the great newspapers, all of wliicb 
are now run as stock companies, to write 
their honest thoughts of what is best for 
the i>eople ? Is not the editorial coinmn 
controlled and directed by the business 
management, or, in other words, by the 
stookhohlers of the company ? When a 
large stock company paper like the 
Courier- Journal, whose editor Henry 
Watterson was supposed by a great many 
people not only to run the whole of the 
paper but to write everything in it, when 
such a paper now teaches that which is 
in every way opposed to what it Uught 
ten years are and denonnees those, who 
still believe iu those teachings which 
they learned from it ten years ago, as 
lieing dishonest, repudiators, silver 
cranks and anarchists, is it possible lor 
any one not to have some doubts as to 
the honestr or the intelligence of that 
paper ? Is it not a iame sort of defense 
to claim that those editorials were writ- 
ten by one who afterward became crazy ? 
Was .Mr. Watterson crazy when lie urgtNl 
upon the convention that nominate*!

Therefore, let every one this year do a 
little thinking for himself instead of fol- 
lowing these irresponsible, self-constitu- 
ted leaders who assume as a labor of love 
to do the thinking (or the people of this 
country. There liave lieen gr«it men 
who have studied tlie questions of finan- 
ces as the astronomers do the stars. 
These men are called economists. If 
yon w ill consult the writings of the fore- 
most economists fur the |nist 2t» years 
yon will find that they all agree on this 
point at least: that a universal gold 
standard is absolutely undesirable. The 
reason is plain. There is not enough gold, 
'i'liey also agree as to the functions of 
money being to facilitate exchanges, to 
measure values of commodities and to 
determine present values of debts paya- 
ble in the future. They also agree that 
the value of money is different from 
what is termed the commercial or rate of 
interest it commands. They agree that 
by tlie value of money is to be under- 
stood its exchange value : what a dollar 
will exchange for in commodities or its 
value in the payment of a fntnre obliga- 
tion. The so-called sonnd money, bald 
headed, silk bat men of to-day who as- 
sume to themselves all the wisdom and 
intelligence on such matters, have arro- 
gantly denied these functions of money. 
Yet opposed to'tbem will be found sneh 
economists wbo have lived in tlie past as 
John loicke. Petty, Lewis, Woiowski/ 
Cemaschi and Sir Isaac Newton. (See 
Enctclopedia Brittanica on money for 
views of those who have advocated the 
several systema of a single stan-dard, a 
bimetallic staudaro and a composite sys- 
tem.) There yon will find that while 
these great thinkers have differed on the 
merits of tiie systems mentioneii, they 
agree on the functions of money tliat 
have been stated. Locke, Petty and 
Lewis were in favor of a single standard 
but were oppose-l to gold being selected ■ 
for tliat standard. To Lord Liverpool of 
England will be accorded the honor of 
being an out and oat gold standard man, 
not because- it was beet for otiter conn 
tries or for the world, but best for Eng- 
land for the reason tbst she was the cred- 
itor nation of the world. 

If, therefore, money makes iteasrorfor 
a man to exchange wheat for cattle or 
corn for his winter groceries, or it it de- 
twmines what siiali be the value of a 
deferred {layinent on ^is ism.

Helen Kellar, blind, deaf, scentless, 
tasteless, has passeil the Harvard examt- 
natiun with credit. 

8he liad no preparation and the exam- 
iners did not know who she w-as. 

She will enter Radcliffe (Harvard 
annex) at a younger age than most fresh- 
men. 

Mr. Gilman, the director of the school, 
wished when Miss Kellar was first 
brought to him to find out how great liad 
lieen her progress iu the differeiitsubjects 
which she had studied. To this end he 
gave iier some of the preliminary Harv- 
ard examination papers, the same pa|>eis 
wliich were presented to candidates at 
Harvard and Radcliffe College last Jane. 

Though she had never had acy prepa- 
ration for college examinations, in fact, 
had never had examinations of any sort, 
she passed the papers submitted with 
credit. Tbe time allowed for each paper 
was precisely the same as that given at 
legnlar examinations, but the questions 
had, of course, to be read to Miss Kellai, 
« hicb made the time left for answering 
tliem considerably less. 

The answers were typewritten in clear, 
precise English, and almost without mis- 
take. either in spelling, punctuation or 
subject matter. 

The Harvanl examiners to which they 
were submitted agreed that, judging by 
the same standard by which they are 
accustomed to judge all papers. Miss 
Kellar passed in every subject trieil. 
Tliese subjects were English, French, 
Genuan and history. 

Thus she has already passed five hon- 
ors of Radcliffe’s elementary examina- 
tions; this, too, at the uncommonly early 
age of sixteen, after only nine years of 
conscious developmenL

DINN’T WANT TO BET, 



After many years of discussion the 
financial question lias resolved it- 
self into three, very simple props!- 
tions. At least $6(i,iXll>.lsKi additional 
circulation is reijuired each year in 
the United Stat<-s to keep up with 
the growth of population and busi- 
ness, aud the questions are, what 
shall this money consist of, and 
where shall it come from? The only 
pra<-ticable plans are : 

(1) To borrow from English capi- 
talists, through their agents on Wall 
Street. This plan has the disadvan- 
tage of adding toouralrea<iy burden- 
some foreign debt, and increasiis tlie 
drain of money to pay annual inter- 
est charges. 

(2j To authorize the National 
Banks to increase their note issues, 
and offer them lilieral inducements 
to tiiat end. This would put in 
a few hands the entire contn>l and 
profits of the money supply of the 
country and result in creating a mo- 
nopoly so strong that it would Ik- 
virtually imimsHible at a future time 
to break its power. Please note that 
neither of tlie above plans will give 
employment to an additional man, 
or benefit industry in any line. 

(8) To adopt free coinage of both 
silver and gold, and thereby increase 
the production of American mines

The 
act of IS'S w;ts taken advantage of by the money lender 
to Hood the country with notes, bonds and niortg.iges. 
I'syalile iu gold, and since then billions of dollars of our 
debts have iM-c.ime jiayable iu gold money, by written 
couiraof.s. 2 h<* act of 1N7S carried the act of 1N“.'{ from 
statutory law into the written contracts of the i-ountry. 
They were afraid tlie act of 1!S7T might l>e reiK-aled, and 
they wislieil to cloak themselves under the constitutional 
lu-ovi.siou iiroviitiug against the impairment of the obli- 
LHliou of Contracts. The act of 1S7S is worse than the act 
or 1S7.1. The debtor, as a rule, has nothing to say when 
cKecutiiig a note. The cr'.slitor, as a rule, can dictate the 
terms of tlie note. The act of I.<s7-'S. though 
presumably restoring the legal tender of silver, gave to 
the creditor tbe opiiuu as to which of the ttvo moneys 
he w,ts to be p.aid in. AA’hen the creditor has the oiuion he 
.teiuands tlie dearer of the two metals, and the dearer it 
Ref.s the more apt he is to demand it. This forces the 
voniniercial p.arity of the two metals ap.art, whereas, be- 
fore 187d, the debtor had the option, gave it to the weaker 
vueial, if either was, and thus maintained them at a 
parity. 

I ARRE COINAGE OF SILVER. 

They say there 1ms been a larger coinage of silver since 
1873 than ever b**fore. 

The answer is this: Under a redemption monetary sys- 
tem, the qu.autity of representative money Issueil, shonid 
•ut exceed iu volume the quantity of retlemption money 
• the country. Not In the national treasury, but in tbe 
uuiion, among the people; for, it is presumed that if the 
•ovcruuieut tctnls it. It can borrow it from Its citizens. 
When a nation tmrrows from the iH-ople of a foreign na- 
rion, it is uiiiy a question of time, if long eoiitiiiued, Avheu 
It will i-ease to e.vist ns such a nation. (A|ipluiise.) 

AVhen a disi>n>j><>riiouate quantity of representative 
money is ii-sm-d, it sliakes cuulideuee iu the ability of 
the goveninieiit to rtsleeiii it, and general confusion and 
imsoundupss may be given to a financial system thereby, 
ho. tb:'l, wlieu silver was reilueod to the |K>sition of rep- 
resentative iiioiiey. the issue of any quantity of it in tlio 
lorui of repr“sentative money had no effect iu building up 
our stock of primary money. Since 1873 tlie governuieut 
bas purcba.At*<l ulver, and coined it into a represi-ntative 
money. Tliere i.- no judgment displayed iu buying a 
i-ostly metal to coin it into token or representative money. 
It would answer tlie same jiurimse to coin our token 
money from lead, tin. nickel, or other sulistaiiee. So 
long as it i-s redei'inable iu gold, or made subsidiar.v to 
gold, the issuance of any quiiiitity of it will not restore 
the foundation of our fiiiauciul system. (.Appinu.se.t 
EXPOKT.ATION OF SILVER AND GOLD. 

They say that under bimetallism, tvbeu tliere is a dif- 
ference in the cviiiiiiiereial parity of the two metals at the 
legal ratio, of cue, two or three iK‘r evut., the cheaper 
metal will take tlie i>lace of the dearer metal and the 
latter will l»e ex{*orted to foreign countries. 

The answer to that is this: If we are not iu debt to for- 
eign countries at sueb a time. It is true that most of our 
Sliver, if at a pn'mium of three per cent, over gold, as it 
was Just prior to 1S73, is shipited to foreign countries iu 
exchange for gold at three i»er cent, premium, and tlie 
gold is addeil to our our stock of metallic money. But 
this does not lessen the quantity of metallic money in 
this country, but. on the contrary, increases it by tbe 
three |»er cent, pivtulum obtained for our sliver. AA'liere 
prior to 1873, we received from fon-igu countries tliree 
l»er cent premium on our silver, we are now selling it to 
foreign countries at 50 jior cent, discount. (Long ai>- 
plause.) Last year we sold to foreign countries at a five 
i-oiuage valuation. $75,0O0,0o0 worth of silver for alxiut 
|518.00U.(X)0, when-as under bimetallic conditions (1872), 
we would have n'ceived about $77,0U0,()00 for It. 

If we are in debt to foreign nations after an exchange 
oi products- a lialaueing of exiHirts and inqiorts— we set- 
tle with them in gold or silver. Under bimetallism we 
ihip them iu s**ttlement the dean'r metal, if either is, 
sud keep the other metal for our own use as money. 
Either answers our purjiose for primary moue.v. louder 
these oouditioD.s, prior to 1S7S, when gold was the dearer, 
we shipited them our gold, and W'heu silver was the 
dearer, say, as it was Jnst prior to 1873, at a premium of 
3 per cent., we shipped them our silver, and witli each 
dollar shipiied, we settled a dollar and three cents’ worth 
of debt. (Uries of ''Gootl. Good!’’ and applause.) • As it is 
uow, with each dollar shipped we settle only 5U cents of 
our debts. 

Thus we see that the dearer metal leaving ns is to our 
advantage, and not to our dis.*idvantage. In the first in- 
stance — where we are not in debt— It does not b'ssen tbe 
quantity of primary money among us. but rather in- 
creases it. In the second instanc*e, it enables us tbe more 
readily to discharge our debts to foreign eoiiutries, where- 
ns, under a moDometallic system, tbe payment of our 
debts is tbe harder to be made, and deprives 11 s in the 
exportation of our gold, as is the case now, of the only 
primary money w;e have. (.Applause.) 

THE FIFTY-CENT DOLLAR. 

They say that tbe silver dollar is a flftv-cent dollar. 
On its face it says it is a dollar, but they say it is a fifty- 
cent dollar. Tbe gold dollar, on Its face, says it is a dol- 
lar, aud we say it is a 200-cent dollar. (Applause.) The 
silver fu a silver dollar, as measured in the gold standard, 
tt 50 cents, will buy as much wheat, cotton or other pro- 
ducts not affected by Increased demand or underproduc- 
tion. or trust causes, as it ever did. Silver has not fal- 
len as compare^l with tbe products of the republic. It 
registers the sa’ate value with reference to tliern as it 
ever did. M e hare flfty-cent silver as measured in gohl. 
Gold has iT.sen iu value until it will now buy two Imshels 
ef wheat, *g;reas, before, it would only buy one bushel 



I hi' baiik.s are interested in linhling di>wn tlie voli'ine 
of ii.oiiey, and siipiil.viiig tlie rein.-iinder ueeileil witli 
t.'ieir sysii-iii. i.Applaiisei. Tiie.v take tlie quantity «f 
iiioiiey ill e.Aisteiiee and stretch it like :i piive of rublx'r. 
And tlic.v soiiieiiiiies let hwisi* of their end. t Liughter.l 
AA lien over avarieioiis they soiiietitnes streteh it too far 
and lu-eak tlir inselves. liut as a rule it is the pooide that 
get l.nri and the bankers are benefited. So. if we were 
lliHided with all the silver in the world available for 
use as money we would not bare to excei'il a iioriiial sup- 
I>!.v of nione.v. f.Aiiplause.t The world has la-*'!! liuder 
the eouirol of the money dealers. The (leople have 
l»ei-n made to snlter on account tliere<>r. AA'e have never 
had a noniial supply of money, and have Iwd to tax our 
selves as a peoide to the money dealers to coudin-t the 
bnsiiit ss cf the uatioii. Shonbl the world eviT lx* eiiiau 
ciiciietl and an niiseltish and intelligeu: civilization b*' 
III cotiti'iil of it the people then living will wonder at thr 
existence of such a iH“ri««l as that in which we live, and 
w ill ns-ite with wonder to their children the srarei.it-iir 
that there was a time when all the business of tlie woibl 
was <-f>ndncted on a financial .system. Iwm-d oa twenty- 
two fei't of goliL ilamg continued apphiiLsc.t 
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it is now a <iiieslioii. under tlie present system of con- 
fiscation, whcllicr we are to Lave a republic or rot to 
pay these ixi sioiis. t.Aiqdansf'.) And in this sirugL'le 
thi'se veti'raiis who defi-aded the ivpublie oni'C iK'foi-e, 
will lie found again on the side of the integrit.v of tie 
nation. The men who make this bast* apfx'ui ii.tcinl.‘d 
to reach a selfish nature, are the men who stayed at hoi;ie 
during the war. and tmtiicked on the necessities of the 
goveriiineiit. The loyal luitriots of tliis cmiiury will lie 
satisfieil with the honest uione.v of Washington, Jeffer- 
son, .Tacksun aud Lincoln. Thousands of our |'ciisioiii-rs 
are losing mor". in tlieir bnsiDess, or occupations, or hy 
loss of 4M-(-upatioii. by rea.sou of the hard limes, than 
they are getting in the way of pensions. They are tut 
Idlers and Iw-ggars. si'ekiug tht'ir only sulisistence frou 
the government. (.-A {iplau.se.) 

LIFE IN.Sl’RANCE lYHACY ITOf.DERS. 

They say that tlie holders of life iusuraiice (silii iiia will 
be paid iu de{ireciated money— in fifty -cent dollars. The 
answer is this; 

If the pres*‘iit 2(iO-eent gold dollar is to reniaia out 
standard iiiouey, if depression aihI low {irices. loss of oi'- 
cupaliou is to (s>ntiiiiie. the {loliey holders will be iiualilr 
to |>a.v tlie preuiiums on their policies, and they will lose 
by forfeiture wliat they liave already {-aid. Ami where 
not forfeitable. distr«'ss aud ruin will come to them l«e- 
fore the iH'uetits of their {Milicies are iCH'eivisL Dr, they 
will lie e*>unx'lled to h.v{K)tlieeate and saerifiev that wliich 
is intended for their fuiiiilies. after death. The jiri-i>i{it- 
itig spirit tliat eau.sisl them to S4>ek to provide against 
distn'ss for their fiiiiiilies after death will {ironqit them 
to save tlieir families from distress while living. The 
life itisiirani-e coiiqianios are tbe greatest money lendecs 
we have, aud are on tlie side of the money lenders. 

.‘«DUNI> MONEY. 

The.v say the gold standard is sound money. \Ve are 
all in favor of sound money. They should not rely on 
sound words but should furnish us with soumi argu- 
ments to stFiqsirt their ihisiry of the gold staudanl. The 
gold standard is an exiM>rimetit on trial for the first time 
In the world sin<-e 187;;. aud we have reaiKsI its bitter 
fruits, and we now know the reasons of it. If 1 were p;ir- 
aiilirasing this disastrous system of money. I woul-.l s;iy 
of this “sound money” that it is the sound of tlie auc- 
tioneer’s hammer! the sound of the clod u{)on the coilin' 
the sound of the pistol that takes tbe suicide's life! for 
such it has bt'en. (I.o)i)g a(i|>Iause.l 

INDEFENDENT ACTION. 

They s.ay we cannot go it alone. 

I remind you again of the quantity of gold and s-Iver 
in the world, of the sixty-six foot block of silver on whieh 
the demand of the United States is to o{>er:ite. When Hie 
United States throws Us mints o{X'n to the silver of the 
world, this is the suiqdy. this black of silver, t!mt lias 
tlie {irivUege of lieiiig coined into money by >ur niiiiis. 
We produce in the Uniti'd States, aunuall.v, from our 
fields and factories, enough to take all the silver in the 
world to pa.v for It. That is tlie demaud. Aud such a 
nation can fix the commercial value of silver, at the ra- 
tio it Is coined into money. (.A{*i>lause.» If tiio Avorld 
wants to flood us with silver, we <-an produi-e from our 
fields and factories iu a single year enough to take it all. 
all the silver iu the world, and the next year we can pro- 
(hice the same tilings over again, anil s;iy to them, “If 
you liave any more silver, bring it on.” -.Long comiuui.'il 
applause.) iSiicIi a nation can fix tlie coumu-rcial value 
of silver with gold at the ratio it is coin»-d iuto money. 

AVhat hapiicns when our mints are o{H‘n to silver as 
they arc now to gold'! It Is this: I'li ‘ silver of the world, 
as the gold of the world can now do, conic-3 to our mints, 
is coined into money aud handed back to the men who 
bring it. What do they bring it for? To exchange i: 
with us for our pro|K>rty. Under sucli a law, we Iniy none 
of their silver; Ave make it {jossible for them to deal 
with us by exchanging their silver, as mouey, with us 
for our protlucts. .A man in a foreign country would 
not part with his silver in excliang'* for gold for less 
than par at the legal ratio witli thos.-; whp tlius seek to 
buy it. Why? Ibs-ause. he would answer, “I can coin 
my silver into mouey Iu the United Stales, and exchange 
It for anything those {leople have, anti the.v {irialuce in 
that eoiintry everything that a man wants, for his neces- 
sities or his comfort: it will buy anything there th.at gold 
will buy.” And such a man would not {lart with bis sil- 
ver for gold exceiit at jiar. less the ».*ost of shipping it to 
tue United Stall's, or, in other words, cxcliaiige. This is 
tbe effect of the United States {lasslng such a law. It 
fixes the prii'e of sllfer tlie world over. Moxii-j cannot do 
it, bi'causi' she has not the ex{>ortablo weclth. The Uui- 
led States has. (.Afiplaiise.) 

TUE LATIN U.NTO.N DID IT. 

From the close of the Freucli war to 1873, I he Tgitin 
Union, comtjosed of France. Belgium. Ital.v. Switzerlaud 
and Greece, with half the {xipulatlon that we ieive, main- 
tained the commercial {larity between gold aud silver, 
tbe world over, at the ratio of 15V* to 1. Tlio silk looms 
of France, the factories and fields of the l-atin Union 
were sufficient in the markets of the worltl, iu the de- 
mand made for silver at their open mints, was sufficient, 
when exerted on the supply of silver, to fix Its commer- 
cial value with gold, at the legal ratio, at which they 
were coined Into money. Wliat the loitiu Union could do 
the United States can do. (.A{){>lanse.) 

A THREATENED FIX)OD OF SILVER. 

The other nations of the world would find ibctuselves 
crliipled by flooding ns with their silver unless they sub- 
stituted something else fur money besides gold. 



Tlu'.v say tlie fri'c coinage of silver will run gohl out 
of circulation. So far as I have not auswend this, the 
answer is this: 

Gold is not now in circulation to be run out. There is 
no gold in circulation among the {Mnple. It is in the liank 
vaults of tlie large cities. It is inriicied. .And tlie gov- 
ertiiiieiit is now at the mercy of tliosi' who own it. I wish 
to remind you. citizens of a roTiulilic. that no money 
sliould 1 k‘ tlio mone.v of a rejnililiean {Ksifile that does not 
cireulate among tlie {K*o{ile of tlie re|iulilic. No republic 
can exist as sueli for a long {leriod wliose vital nei-essity 
is not in {lossessioii of the {H-oide. AATieii iu tlie {wisses- 
siou of a si'lfisb class, it will be used to liull and Is'ar 
pric't's till prosiH'rity among the iH'o{ile is ruined (.A{>- 
plaiisi'). Silver was tlie money of tin* {H'oiile aud eircu- 
lateil to the very {wres of civilization, as it docs now as 
token money, aud no money is niqiruiu'iute to a republican 
IH'ople that does not tints cireulate. t.Aiqila'jse.) 

IMI’ROVED FACILITIES. 

They say that improved facilities is what has lowered 
prices. 

The answer is this: From 18."i0 to 1873. and especially 
from I860 to 1873, was the greatest yiars of improveil 
facilities this country has ever sih'U. .And, yet. in the 
face of improved facilities, prices advanced. AVe Iiad all 
of the imi»roved machinery for farming, prior to 1873, 
except tl>e self-binder, and yet, iu s{>ite of these inqiroveil 
facilities and lessening cost of harvesting, the farmers' 
products increased iu price. The reason was this: While 
iiniiroved facilities were cri'atitig more i»ro{K'rt.v, it was 
also creating a larger {iriMluetioii of tlie two {AriH-ioiis 
metals. The prices I refer to were tlie rising {irii-es iu 
the world’s market.s. GAp|>lau.se.) 'I’he cost of {iroduc- 
tion is not wliat makes {iriees. Brices are made by the 
relative quantity and demand therefor of {)ro(H‘rty aud 
money. One is si*eking invest iiient in the otlier, and 
their relative quantity, aud demand tlierefor, regulate 
their relative values. Inqiroved faeilities miiy cause 
oveniroduetion of a product, aud in tliis wa.v. by over- 
supi>l.v, lower Its value. But iiulustrinl histor.v shows 
that there is no sucli tiling as overiiroduetiou for as long 
a {terioil as three years, and seldom for two years. The 
proilucers of the world have their liands on the iuil.se of 
the markets aud sliift their energies to those things for 
whicL there i.s a demand. If you cannot at once gnis{) 
this teaching of industrial history, you can. what 1 am 
alKHit to say. It is this: There is no sucli tiling as over- 
production when there are tens of thou.sands of our {leo- 
[ile going hungry aud half clotlieil. (Long a)ipluuse.) 

Improvements make new demand for lalior. Rail- 
ways have set tens of thousands of {s-oiile at work with a 
new occupation. Gas and electric liglit {dauts, from the 
ninniifactiiei'rs who make the imiirovements to tlie men 
employed in oiM»ratiug them, multi{ily the numlK>r ein- 
{iloyed far beyond the nunilK'r eiigiigeil in making the 
lamps and tallow caudles thc}’ had suiK-i-sedeil. 

THE QUANTITY OF .M(JNEV. 

Th«y say we iiave as much money uow {wr capita as in 
1873. The answer Is this: It is true we have iu gold and 
all forms of credit money as much i>or caiiita as we had 
in 1873. But over two-thirds of this money is credit 
money, and less than one-third is gold or {irimary money. 
It is, therefore, top-heavy. It shakes confidence in it all. 
Primary money fixes the sea level of prices and will sup- 
{K)rt only an e<{iial quantity of credit money; any greater 
issue of credit money does not hel|i the situation, but on 
the contrary, it is harmful. AVe have less than one-half 
as much primary money now as we had {u-r ca{>itn in 
187.’{. AA'e have only half as much sound money now as 
iu 1873. AA'hon you c-onsider the motie 3 ' hoarded hr in 
bank vaults uot to go agaiu iuto cireulatiou, except iu 
the fonn of loaus, which Is hurtful, there is not to ex- 
ci'cd five dollars per capita in cireulatiou to-day In the 
Uniteil States. It is uot mouey to loan tliat gives a 
healthy tone to busiui'ss; it is uioiie}' seeking investment 
—purchases— that benefits nadc. (.Applause.) 

EFFECT ON FARMERS. 

They say to farmers, admitted, wheat is 50 cents, but 
you can buy as much with that 50 cents as you could 
with tbe dollar when wheat was a dollar a bushel, so you 
are not Injured. 

The answer is this: It is true that a farmer can buy 
as niucb calico aud cotton cloth with 50 cents as be could 
before when wheat was $1 a bushel. But he cuuuot 
pay his taxes that way. It now takes two busbi'ls aud 
nearly three bushels of wheat to {lay as much taxes as 
one bushel of wheat would have {>aid In 1873. AA'Iiereas, 
17,000 bushels of Avheat would have |>aid the pr •sjd 'nt’s 
salary of S'A'i.OOO in 187.'). it now requires KEt.oOO bushels 
of wheat to |>ay his salary of $ 50 ,tKX). And it was the 
same Congress that Increased the I’resldent’s salary from 
$25,000 to $50,000 a year that demonetir.ed silver. Offi- 
cial favoritism and neglect of the rights of the {iroducers 
has always come with desiiotism. It uow requires two 
and three times as much of your wheat to ride on a 
Pullman car or a street car as it did in 1873. Those 
things under the control of trusts will be held up in 
price and {iroducers will suffer In the exchange of their 
pro{>erty for them. I would say to the farmers that the 
kernel of this whole question is right here: 

The mouey dealers are engaged In dealing In a crop 
called money, and that crop, counting their mouey aud 
their bonds and notes payable In money, now amounts 
to $,'U).00(\i>00,OCO. By inciY-asIug, a.s they have done, the 
oxchangea'ole value of their crop with yours, they are 
able to buy all of your pro{>erty cheap and come into 
the po-ssesslon of the property of the farmers. There Is 
prosperity in the country when there are high prices for

THE HONEY QESTION 



The CuMMUR S«nte W IL 



After many years of discussion the 
financial question has resolved it- 
self into three, very simple propsl- 
tions. At least $6UJ)00jUil0 additional 
circulation is required each year in 
tlie United KtaU's to keep up with 
the growth of population and busi- 
ness, aud the questions are, what 
■hall this money consist of, and 
where shall it come from? The only 
practirotble plans are : 

(1) To borrow from English capi- 
talists, tbrougii tbeir agents on Wall 
Street. This plan bas tbe disadvan- 
tage of adding to our alread.v burden- 
some foreign debt, and increases the 
drain of money to pay annual inter- 
est dwrges. 

(2) To authorize tbe National 
Barks to increase tbeir note issues, 
and offer tiiem liberal inducements 
to tliat end. This would put in 
a few hands the entire (Nintrol and 
profits of the money supply of the 
country and result in creating a mo- 
nopoly BO strung that it would lie 
virtually impossible at a fnture time 
to break its power. Please note that 
neither of tbe above plans will give 
employment to an additional man, 
«r benefit industry in any line.

burn, hut, oh! the disagrecahleness 
of separating them from the ashes. , 
Many [lersons know also that a 
fire covered with dry or sprinkled 
ashes will burn tolerably well, hut 
the ashfian will l>e filled after one 
nights fire. 

Many years ago I tried with most 
sntisfai'tory results the experiment 
of burning cinders ami ashes to- 
gether in the range, that the cook 
might have a warm kitchen to enter 
in the mornings of a bitterly cold 
winter. I discovered that by wet- 
ting the ashes thoroughly with 
water they would b3 . almost entirely 
consumed. 

We arc to a great extent creatures 
of habit, so never advise burning 
ashes eveept in severely cold weath- 
er. 

Housemaids find it cspecialy con- 
venient and safe when a Are is re- 
quired to lie burning all day and the 
family is out, in fact, so satisfactory 
that they have written to their hoines 
that their parents, too, might tierive 
the ailvantagt* of this knowledge. 

During these days, when a grate 
fire is so cheering, the temperature 
too warm to permit the lighting 
of the large furnace, the remem- 
brance of iny experiment came with 
the thought: If this were generally 
known by those without furnaces 
how much suffering from cold might 
lie allevaited. 

A little care is neces.sary. At bed- 
time the fire is pre[iared for the 
night; niy large basket grate, from 
wiiich the ashes have lieen shaken 
down, is half full of glowing coals 
and a quart or two of unconsumed 
coals burning. The ashpan is likely 
full from the day’s fire. Without mov- 
ing the ashpan the ashes are puslied 
well back to allow room for water 
to lie [loured in the pan at one cor- 
ner. This must be done carefully or 
the hot ashes will fly out. As soFm 
as some are thoroughly wet they are 
[ilaoed next the bricks at the back of 
the fire. Then water to the amount 
of a gallon or more is added to the 
ashes until they are very wet, so 
that the water will run from them 
I when raised on the shovel; then they 
j are placed on the fire with only the 
• bright red oo*ris showing below, and 
a little place in the middle, oral one 
place through the fire to the chimney. 
Then the hearth is cleaned, there 
lieing usully le.ss dust than when 
ashes are" carried out. The fire shovel 
is washed by pouring water over it 
into the ashpan, giving chance, too, 
for a little more steam, and all is 
done. After preparing don’t fancy 
the fire is going out, for stirring will 
prove fatal to it, but leax’e It strictly 
to attend to its own buisness. If one 
hasgoodcuala bright lied of coals 
will greet him in the morning, the 
unconsumed coal of the previous 
evening requiring only breaking and 
fre.sh coals added. Some coal re- 
quires the emptying of the ashpan

The margin between 
jfarm mortg^ages, pins accrued interesL 
and the spot cash selling value of the 
I farms mortgaged is being rapidly wipe<l 
out. 

I have reported to the statistician of 
I the department of agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C., for several years. In last 
•Decerolter’s annual report I took the 
statements of business men, one a lesd- 
^ ing farmer and shipper of stock to 
iBiiffalo. The latter estimated the de- 
!preciatlon of farm values in the«»antry 
covered by his operations st 40 per cent, 
in the lost five years. Others estimated 
the depreciation at .50 per cent, in the 
(last five years. None was lower. 1 re- 
ported these estimates to Ihe depart- 
ment statistician. These reports are 
.strictly nonpartisan and are bsse*! on 
the statements of competent men In 
‘each special vocation, I could cite In- 
stances of farms that have been turned 
over by the mortgagors to the mort- 
gagees in payment of the debts that 
wonid not sell to-day for the mortgage 
plus Interest. — Ernest Hollenbeck, In 
Chicago Record.
